buildings of the big; plant were in 
uins, building Number 33, the starch 
powder house, where the blast occur- 
red, being reduced to a. mass of smoul- 
dering debris and building Number 27, 
he starch house, still blazing, its walls 
standing- but giving- off heat so in- 
tense that no efforts could be made to 
search for bodies. 
Although ordinarily 250 men were 


mployed in the starch houses, ac- 


cording- to Prank Welde, manager 
only 72 men -were in the starch pow- 
der'house where the explosion occur- 
red, according to the bef=t information 
ne had. He and Superintendent Law- 
son refrained from, offering any esti- 
mate of the dead and injured until 
they could obtain more definite infor- 
mation. 
When the blast occurred relatives 


and friends of the employes rushed to 
the plant from their homes in Pekin 
two miles awav. 
Trapped in the third floor of the 


burning Pekin plant, Frank Licht- 
weiss, 26, Peroria. sang to his felloe 
workers for nearly an hour to calm 
them and when the last retreat was 
cut oft. jumped from the blazing 
building. 
Lichtweiss hs.3 a voice of unusua 
quality and some of his companions 
went to their death with the strains o 
the songs in their memory. He did 
not jump until all the men who wer 
able to "leave the Boor had done so 
He was severely burned and is in a 
hospital here. 


Corn oil, manufactured in the plant 
was used as an ointment in attending 
the wounds of the injured and burned. 
Fire companies from both Peoria 


and Pekin responded to th« calls for 
aid. 
The distance and severe cold, 


handicap'ped the fire fighters and res- 
cue workers. 
Water froze on the 


ruins and gave an icT- mantle to the 
blackened walls of the starch house 
and ' debris of the starch powder 
house. Only the Avails of building 27 
were standing at 10 a. m. ' 
Fiyemen working in five box cars 


about thirty feet from building 33. 
were missing and believed to have 
been killed as the cars were destroy- 
ed by the explosion.

English Parties 
Showing No Haste 


to Push Matters 


(By The Associated Press) 


LONDON, Jan. 2. — None 
of 
the 


principal leaders of the three political 
parties is showing undue haste t-o 
anticipate the course of events when 
parliament reassembles a week hence. 
The present cabinet must draft the 
King's speech for the reopening o* 
parliament, but thus far 
Premier 


Baldwin Has not even summoned a 
cabinet council to consider the speech 
which seemed to point to the prob- 
ability that the royal document may- 
be a somewhat colorless affair. 


While, as has been previously ex- 


plained, it will be practically impossi- 
ble to carry on the government "with 
out" some sort of understanding be- 
tween two of three principal parties. 
there is little evidence that the move- 
ment among financial men to brinfr 
about such an understanding- in or- 
der to prevent the coming into power 
of a labor government has any vei~ 
strong following, although it is widely 
boomed in certain sections of the anti- 
labor press. 


The movement was started a fort- 


nicht ago by Lord Hunzdon. president 
of the city of London Unionist Asso- 
ciation. who wrote a letter to th< 
prime mrnister. urging that serious 
effort be made to reach an under- 
standing with the Liberal Party so 
as to prevent the Socialists from ob- 
taining: administrative control of the 
country.
